Proceedings Are Resumed. 

The juryman having entirely recov. 
ered the trial was resumed. Inapector 
Dew, answering a question by Mt, 
Tobin, sald he believed Dr. Crippen 
had left no debts behind him when 
Nie fled. 

Crown Prosecutor Muir re-examin- 
ed Inspector Dew as to what was Dr. 
Crippen's demeanor during his voy- 
uge from Canada. 

“Perfectly cool," said Inspector 
Dew. “He did not appear at all dis- 
quieted, and his manner being exact- 
ly the same as when I saw him first 
in July. 

After the examination of minor 
witnesses Professor Pepper said that 
the remains found in the cellar were 


human, those of a stout adult. The 
dissection had been done by some 
one skilled in the dissection of hu- 
man or at least manual body. The 
remains had been buried from four 


to eight months. It was quite impos- 
sible that they could have been buried 
as far back as 1905. He had found 
with the remains hair elght inches in 
length, being the hair a female, 
dark brown at the root, and lighter 
brown in the foremost part. 

During Professor Pepper's recital of 
the gruesome details Dr. Crippen lis- 
tened attentively, gavinzg intently 
through his convex gold-rimmed spec- 
tacles at the human exhibits preserv- 
ed in jars. Continuing, Prof. Pepper 
sald that there was no evidence of 
disease in the organs and he had not

found the cause of death, On the 
abdomen there was a scar and he had 
not the slightest doubt that it was 
the sear of a wound. 
As to Sex of Remains. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Tobin— 
“Taking the remains by theméelves 
and apart from the hair and other 
things, is it impossible to tel \ the 
sex?” 

“Yes.” 


In reply to another question Prof. 
Pepper said that it was not necessary 
for a person to have skill in dissec- 
tion to mutilate remains the way they 
were shown to have been mutilated.

TAKING BRIBb. 


ACQUITT 

At the supreme court yesterday be- 
fore Justice Scott the first criminal 
case-of the assizes was tried, when 
Constable Schreyer of the R.N.W.M.P., 
stationed at Andrew, was charged with 
accepting a bribe. Schreyer was ac- 
quitted of the charge. 

The charge against Schreyer was 
made as the result of ifivestigations 
by Sergt. Nicholson, R.N.W.M.P., 
whose suspicions were aroused as to 
Schreyer’s integrity when the sergeant 
made an inspection of the constable’s 
books. It was alleged that Schreyer 
did aecépt or made arrangements to 
accept fifty dollars from a farmer 
named Petro Baroshack on condition 
that a charge of assault laid against 
Raroshack be withdrawn. The cir- 
cumstances of the case are as fol- 
lows: 

Last August Petro Baroshack had 
an altercation With a neighbor namea 
Obreniski, who laid a charge of as- 
sault against Baroshack. Constable 
Schreyer arrested Baoshack. 

In evidence yesterday afternoon 
Baroshack stated that when he was 
arrested he asked the constable how 
much money it would take to settle 
the matter. The constable told the 
witness that possibly one hundred dol- 
lars would be required. Baroshack 
did not have the money but, accom- 
panied by Constable Schreyer, he went 
to the house of Magistrate Mennie, 
who was trying the case against him, 
and borrowed a hundred dollars, 

According to his statement he gave 
a chattel mortgage as security and at 
the end of three months was to repay 
one hundred and three dollars. The 
night the mortgage was drawn uf the 
accused received fifty dollars, which 
he said he handed to Constable 
Schreyer, who gave it to Obreniski, 
and the charge of assault was witn- 
drawn. 

The witness was to receive the re- 
maining fifty dollars the next morn- 
ing, but for some unknown reason he 
aid not get it. 

It was alleged by 
that Schreyer received 
ceive the firtty dollars for his 
having the case dismissed. 

Migistrate Mennie when placed tn 
the box denied absolutely that he 
agreed to Jend Baroshack one hundred 
dollars, He stated that he lent Baro- 
shack fifty dollars on a mortgage and 
that the fifty dollars was handed over 
to Obreniski as a settlement, 

When asked to produce the mort- 
gage the magistrate stated that it was 
lost, Constable Schreyer also stated 
that he Rad lost the warrant on whien 
Baoshack was arrested. No papers of 
any kind relating to the case could be 
found. 

Justice Scott in acquitting Schreyer 
of the charges stated that the fact 
that all papers relating to the case 
had been lost was very suspicious anc 
pointed strongly to the conclusion 
that there had been collusion between 
the ma¢istrate and constable, On tne 
other hand the evidence for the pro- 
secution was not strong enough to get 
conviction,

WELLMAN FAILS 
IN DARING FEAT 


Abandons Attempt to Cross Atlantic 
Ovean in Airship After Going 600 
Miles, 


New York, Oct, 18—On board the 
steamship Trent at sea, 12 midnight, 
Oct. 18, to Associated Press New York 
by United Wireless. “We sighted the 
airship America at 5 a.m. today. She 
signalled us by the Morse code and 
the wireless played a wonderful part 
in requesting me to stand by her till 
daylight. We kept a boat close by her 
till dawn broke when she signalled 
that she could not launch her life boat 
and asked me to keep close in order 
that a line might be reached. We 
made several futile attempts to attach 
a line, then the America wirelessed 
that she would come down to the wa- 
ter as soon as possible and drop her 


boat if 1 could stand by ‘and pick 
the boat up. 

Meanwhile our lifeboats kept as 
close to the airship as possible and 


finally she got all her men in her boat 


and cut adrift at a height of about 
five feet from the water. 
“This proved successful. The Am- 


erica immediately rose in the alr and 
shortly afterward at 9 o'clock I had 
the pleasure of welcoming on board 
Mr. Wellman and his five lieutenants 
and a cat which semed little the worse 
for its air trip, I then picked up the 
boat and proceeded.

The &merica was making a speed of 
nbout eight knots when abandoned 
and when released drifted to the 
west. Her motor had been broken and 
Wellman was out of his course, Al) 
hands were mighty glad tuo be re- 
sued.” 

New York, Oct. 18—Man’'s first at- 
tempt to cross an ocean in an airship 
has failed, but Walter Wellman, five 
companions and a kitten are safe. The 
airship, the giant America, is w bat- 
tered derelict abandoned at sea, per 
haps still in the air, perhaps sunk be- 
neath the waves, with a costly equip- 
ment, 

When deserted she had been in the 
air probably 27 hours, a new world's 
record for the dirigibles, and driven 
by the wind has travelled doubtless 
600 miles. Whether the distance re- 
cords for dirigibles, 870 miles, also 
was broken remains to be computed, 

Trent Boats Stood By. 

The Trent's lifeboats stood by unti! 
the transfer was effected and Well- 
man and his crew even down to the 
frightened kitten were safe on boara 
the liner surrounded 1} excited pas- 
sengers.

contributed $260,000 for the “eXpedf- 
tlon, : . 

Further wireless messages reaching 
New York tonight say that one of the 
America's tanks had broken which 
made more sctious the predicament 
when all the gasoline that could be 
spared was cast into the sea. It is 
also probable that the craft had suf- 
fered severely from the jolting of its 
great rat-like tail or equilabrator 
which served the triple purpose of 
an elongated gasoline tank, balance 
and wireless, 

Wellman had flashed by wireless to 
Siasconsett that this immense appen- 
dage battered by the waves had caus- 
ed trouble and anxiety necessitating 
shutting off the motors at times. Buf- 
feted as the craft was by the winds 
it is likely the equilabrator caused 
gréater trouble to the ship in the 
southward drift. 

Detroit, Oct. 18—Most of the ten 
balloons which left St. Louls yesterday 
were reported as having passed over 
Michigan towns today. The course in 
some instances was erratic, the Am- 
erica II, having ben reported at Reed 


City at 7 a.m. and back on the Lake 
Michigan shore at Manistee at 2.30 
pm.

Five Days Tropical 
Grem. Damage Along the 
Plorida, 

Key West, Fla., Oct. 18—The tropi- 
cal hurricane which has been sweep- 
ing over the West Indies and southern 
waters for the last five days, took Key 
West in its grip yesierday and tore 
away the tops of houses, shook a num- 
ber of buildings from their founda- 
tions, blew vessels from their moor- 
ings and did other damage the extent 
of which cannot yet be estimated. 

The first mutterings of the storm 
were heard on Thursday, the wina 
rose and a deluge of rain came down. 
The storm continued until Sunday, the 
wind's velocity not exceeding fifty 
miles an hour. Then there was a lull 
for several hours but in the evening 
the hurricane swept. over the island 
fiercely until by Monday 
gistered 90 miles an hour when the 
recorder was blown off. 

The south beach section and the 
western part of the city suffered the 
greatest effects from the storm. The 
sea poured over the tow lying shore 
and in many houses facing the ocean

City Commissiqners Will Not Accede 
to Their Demands, But Offer an 
Increase—-Will Pay as High 46 
Any Other Alberte City. 


Calgary, Oct. 18.—The city of Cal- 


gary may yet have trouble with ite 
electricians, 
About two weeks ago the elec- 


triclans made a final demand for an 
increase in Wages to 44 4-10c¢ per 
hour, and stated that if this was not 
forthcoming they would have to quit 
work. 

Mayor Jamieson stated at the time 


that the demand was unreasonable, 
but after discussing the matter at 
some length with the representatives 


of the electricians, it was agreed that 
the city be. given time to get into 
communication with other cities to 
ascertain if the demand was in keep- 
ing with the wages paid at other 
places in the West.

The city commissioners have sincere

In Lethbridge they are paid 42% 
cents per hour, while in Edmonton | 
they receive only 42 cents. In Win- 
nipeg they are getting $38.50 for a 


nine-hour day, or nearly 39 cents per 


hour. Nelson and Vancouver pay 45 
cents an hour, 

The city commissioners offered to 
compromise with the electricians and 
give them 41 2-3c¢ when they made 
the demand, but they declined to ac- 
cept this. Since the information as 
to what other cities are paying has 


been received, the commissioners have 
decided to pay as much as Lethbridge 
is paying, namely, 42 cents, and have 
instructed City Electrician O’Brien to 
convey this information to them.
